lands should be moditied. The area of hay 
lands available and in the Crown’s possession 
particularly inthe well-settled parts of the 
couutry, is wholly inadequate to supply the hay 
which the settlers require, consequently com- 
petition is keen and speaking generally. so short 
is the supply of hay that the best efforts of the 
agent fail to estab lishan apportionment satisfac- 
tory to the contending applicants.

There is also some reason 
believe that, with the cold storage appliances 
nich are now at the command of the railway 
nd steamship companies, business of some 
onsequence in refrigerated dead meat can be 
vstabhished with both China and Japan. The 
hinese and Japanese are neither of them a 
neat-eating people, but the authorities of both 
ountries are satisfied that it would be better if 
s article of diet were more largely patronized 
anitis.
